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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Mr. Daniel Christenbury on February 10, 2009. 
The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 31 , line 1 , has been deleted and replaced with —A solid-oxide fuel cell 
using a metallic material for producing a fuel cell comprising:—. 

Claim 31 , last line has been deleted and replaced with —wherein the metallic 
material is corrugated to form fuel cell. — 

Claims 23 and 31 , "< 0.3 <Mo/Nb < 9.57" has been changed to —0.3 < Mo/Nb < 
9.57—. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: A solid-oxide 
fuel cell made from steel material having a defined composition wherein 0.3 < Mo/Nb < 
9.57 is satisfied and further comprising precipitate containing Fe, Cr and Si in a total 
amount > 0.01 percent by mass; and its method of making, as recited by claims 23 to 
34, are not taught or fairly suggested by the art of record for the reasons set forth in 
Applicants' arguments filed September 3, 2008. 

3. European patent 1207214 teaches steel containing 12 to 16% Cr which is less 
than the claimed Cr range of 19.65-20.45%. 
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4. US Patent 6,641 ,780, teaches steel containing >25% Cr which is higher than the 
claimed Cr range of 19.65-20.45%. 

5. Japanese patent 4081 99235 teaches precipitation-hardened steel for 
manufacturing automotive exhaust components. In comparison, inventive claims recite 
a solid-oxide fuel cell produced using steel alloy. 

6. For the foregoing reasons, claims would not patentably distinguish over prior art. 
Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 

than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
